SANTA MONICA, Oct. 10.— 
Plans for the Santa Monica Boule- 
vard approgech to the beach. as 
approved in general terms at «a 


meeting of the City Commissioners 
this morning as @ part of the city- 
wide, street opening proposition, 
include a unique double tunnel with 
the ocean side open and an im- 
posing parapet effect that will 
make this one of the outstanding 
seaside parks of the world. 

As outlined by the commission- 
ers, the plan will not destroy any 
considerable portion of the upper 
eurface of the park. The ap- 
proaches to the ocean will start just 
west of the Pacific Electric tracks 
at the easterly edge of the par«x

€00 feet, each, with the outer or 
westerly side of the bluff removed, 
except for a. parapet in the center.
